Enquiries of Consular Officers. 


The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade desires 
to point out to British manufacturers and merchants who may wish 
to obtain information in regard to trade matters, including the names 
of importers and of possible agents, in foreign countries, that it is 
desirable that application should first be made to the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., -before 
communications are addressed to H.M. Consular officers abroad. By 
the adoption of this course much delay would be avoided by the 
enquirer in those cases in which the Intelligence Branch is already in 
possession of the required information. 

Particular attention is drawn to the advisability, when communi- 
cating with British Consular officers, of addressing such officers by 
their official designations, and not by their names, in order to avoid 
possible delay. ‘The adoption of the latter course is liable to involve 
considerable inconvenience and delay to enquirers, owing to possible 
changes in the Consular staff. 





COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE COMMITTEE. 


A Meeting of the Advisory Committee to the Board of Trade on 
Commercial Intelligence was held at 7, Whitehall Gardens, London, 
S.W., on 25th January. Sir H. Llewellyn Smith presided, and there 
were also present Sir F. Forbes Adam, Sir A. E. Bateman, Mr. H. 
Birchenough, Mr. F. Brittain, Mr. H. Brock, Mr. T. Craig-Brown, 
Mr. C. A. Harris, Sir T. W. Holderness, Sir H. W. Just, Mr. A. Law, 
Mr. E. Parkes, M.P., Mr. G. J. Stanley, Mr. D. A. Thomas, Mr. T. 

It was reported 
that the number of enquiries received at the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch (73, Basinghall Street, London, H.C.) during 1911 was 
16,987, as compared with 14,839 in 1910; and that the number of 
firms on the Special Register at the end of the year was 1,530. 
Among the matters considered by the Committee were proposals for 
the promotion of British Trade with Central America and with the 
Crown Colonies, and the steps now being taken by the Board of 
Trade for the collection and exhibition of samples of certain classes 
of foreign goods competing with British manufactures in the Self- 
Governing Dominions.

IMPORT TRADE OF BRITISH EAST AFRICA. 


According to the report for the year ended 3lst March, 1911, 
by the Acting Chief of Customs of the British East Africa Pro- 
tectorate, the trade of the Protectorate in that year marked in 
almost every respect an advance upon that of 1909-10, and its 
future prospects are very bright. ‘The financial status of trade 
in the East African Protectorate suffers periodically from the effects 
of over-trading. Petty merchants are tempted with long credits 
to increase the turnover of their businesses beyond all margin of 
safety, and this of course leads to bankruptcies. Apart from this, 
everything points to increasing confidence in the potentialities of the 
country, and greater activity in trade. The opening of branch lines 
as feeders to the Uganda Railway, improved means of transport and 
shipping facilities, the making of roads to outlying districts rich 
in produce, and the working of the soda deposits, are factors which are 
bound to increase the volume of the import trade. The good prices 
at present obtainable for almost all products stimulate the natives to 
increased cultivation. As the purchasing power of money is brought 
home to the native’s mind it encourages him to work and to value his 
personal belongings. His needs expand and he begins to purchase 
articles of adornment and utility—and amongst the more civilised even 
gramophones and bicycles are in demand.

The imports of cotton goods into the Protectorate increased in 
1910-11, as compared with the previous year, by 10 per cent. in 
quantity and 24 per cent. in value (see p. 200 of the “ Board 
of Trade Journal” of 25th January). In the entries of firearms 
and ammunition there was an increase of £4,573, owing to the 
increasing number of Europeans visiting and settling in_ the 
country. ‘There was also a slight increase in the consumption of ale, 
beer and wines, due to the same cause. The steady growth of the 
imports of agricultural implements, bags and sacks for packing 
produce, machinery, motor cars and launches, and iron and steel wares 
is indicative of continued effort in the development of the agricultural 
and industrial resources of the country. Noticeable increases also 
occurred in the imports of beads, boots and shoes, and brass and copper 
wares, due to expansion of trade among the native tribes. 





PROPOSED CANAL AND RIVER IMPROVEMENT WORKS 
IN AUSTRIA. 


With reference to the notice on p. 293 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal ” of 11th August, 1910, relative to proposed canal and 
river canalisation works in Austria, H.M. Embassy at Vienna report 
that the Austrian Government have now submitted to the Legislature 
the Canals Bill, which is intended to amplify the programme laid 
down in the law of June, 1901, for the construction of canals and 
the regulation of rivers. Of the credit of 250 million kronen (about 
£10,417,000) voted in 1901 for this purpose, it is expected that by 
the end of 1912 there will still be 117 million kronen (£4,875,000) in 
hand. ‘To this amount the Government propose to grant an addition 
of 193 million kronen (about £8,042,000), so that for the 15 years 
(1913-27) covered by the programme a total of 310 million kronen 
(nearly £13,000,000) will be available. 

The works which it is proposed to carry out are as follows, their 
execution being dependent on the assumption by the different 
Provinces of their share of the expenditure :-—

In addition to the 310 million kronen for the works to be under- 

taken in 1913-1927, an extraordinary annual grant of four million 
' kronen (about £167,000) is proposed for the first ten years. 

It has long been recognised that a complete execution of the vast 
project of 1901 was both technically and financially impossible. It 
was therefore necessary to draw up for the present a more restricted 
programme, satisfying the more important economic needs of the 
Provinces, As regards the chief canal—the Danube—Oder canal— 
the final estimate of construction amounts to some 260 million kronen 
(about £11,000,000). This is therefore given up for the present, as 
are also the Danube-Moldau and Prerau—Pardobitz canals. It will 
be observed that the largest amount of expenditure is to be devoted 
to Bohemia and Galicia. The connection between the Oder and the 
Vistuia basin, and thence with the navigable portion of the Dneister, 
is considered to be of great importance to Galicia. Such a waterway, 
passing from west to south-east for about 485 miles, would be of 
great advantage to trade and traffic, besides reducing the cost of coal 
transport. But it is found impossible for the present to carry out 
more than a part of such a scheme. 

As regards other works, the great bridge over the Danube at 
Vienna, the Kronprinz Rudolf Bruecke, is to be rebuilt, and a new 
bridge is to be constructed at another point. The Vienna—Danube 
canal is to be enlarged, and a commercial and winter port to be 
formed. 

The contracts for the canal from Cracow to the Silesian frontier 
are, it is understood, already given, and work is to be begun early 

this year. (C, 117.) 
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NATURAL FEATURES AND RESOURCES OF 
PORTUGUESE ZAMBESIA. 


The following information regarding the natural features and 
resources of Portuguese Zambesia has been furnished by H.M. Consul 
at Lourengo Marques (Mr. R. C. F. Maugham) :— 

The composition of the more mountainous and therefore pre- 
dominating portions of Zambesia is simple, consisting chiefly of 
immense masses of tertiary granite traversed by quartz reefs. In 
addition to quartz crystals, black and sometimes brown mica appears 
in the rocks, and tourmaline granite containing quartz particles 
embedded in felspar is general in some of the formations encountered 
in various parts of Lugella. Between the river of that name and the 
post of Villa Sarmento, the country is very rich in workable iron ore, 
some of which is undoubtedly hematite. Of this iron the greater 
part of the spearheads, axes, knives, and hoes in use there are 
fashioned. 

The soils of Zambesia are extraordinarily rich, and capable, in 
Mr. Maugham’s opinion, of producing every variety of agricultural 
produce usually asseciated with this part of Africa. Both black and 
deep chocolate organic soils are constantly met with, and immense 
agricultural estates containing these, and also a rich red, argillaceous. 
clayey soil, especially suitable for coffee, could be marked out with 
ease in practically any part of the centre of the country. 

At Nhamacurra an association has planted some 1,700 hectares 
(about 4,200 acres) of sisal (Agave rigida sisalana) which has already 
produced good fibre* (see ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ” of 16th November, 
1911, p. 348), and will undoubtedly give consistently excellent results ; 
whilst, commencing at Mixixine, the association possesses plantations 
of coconut palms estimated to contain no less than 700,000 trees, 
about one-fifth of which are now coming into bearing. 

All round about Quilimane, north, south, and west, the cultivation of 
the coconut palm has been steadily pursued for some years past, until 
at present the number of trees actually planted out and owned by 
three prazo concessionaires may possibly aggregate a total of nearly 
1,500,000 trees; of these, probably not more than one-fifth, or even 
less, have begun to produce, but there is no doubt that in the course 
of the next five years the export trade of copra from Quilimane will 
have become exceedingly important. 

The Zambesia, or Quilimane, district, as it is often called, is parti- 
cularly rich in valuable indigenous timber trees of many kinds ‘The 
whole country, from the British borders to the final seaward slopes of 
the elevated tableland, is well and consistently forested. At the 
higher elevations, naturally the growths are less exuberant —indeed 
they might almost be pain es stunted—but in the moist damp 
ravines, and along the valleys of the more important streams, fine 
trees are to be found. 

The only existing railway in Zambesia is one of 18-inch gauge 
which runs between Quilimane and a small settlement 18 miles 
away on the Macuze River called Maquival. (1,365.)

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign Office, of 
iiaeiin information to the effect that a Bill has been 
Porte mi of introduced into the United States Legislature 
Yacht Tax proposing to amend the provisions of the United 
States Tariff Act* of the 5th August, 1909, in so 
far as regards the yacht tax. It is proposed that on first arrival in 
an American port an ad valorem tax of 35 per cent. shall be imposed 
on foreign-built yachts purchased by American citizens, and that the 
yachts shall thereafter be entitled to United States register. United 
States register is also to be granted to foreign-built yachts on which 
repairs to a certain percentage of the total value have been effected in 
United States shipyards. It is also proposed that a tax of 3 dols. per 
month per gross ton shall be imposed on foreign yachts chartered by 
United States citizens and used within United States jurisdiction.

It is stated that wines and spirits are frequently imported purport- 
ing to be port, sherry or cognac, or, as the case may be, from places 
other than Oporto, Xeres, and Cognac, and from ports that cannot 
be regarded as the actual transhipment ports for such products. 

As evidence of the port of shipment is, under the law, prima facie 
evidence of the place or country in which the goods were made or 
produced, such goods coming from, say, Holland or Germany, should 
have the description accompanied by a statement ‘ Produce of 
Holland,” or “ Produce of Germany,” unless the importer can 
produce documentary evidence to show that the goods were actually 
produced in the countries from which, by the descriptions upon them, 
they purport to come. 

It is further pointed out that by Ordinance No. 5 of 1910, the 
Customs entry relating to imported goods is, for the purposes of the 
Merchandise Marks Ordinance of 1888, deemed to be a “ trade 
description” applied to the goods, and care should be taken that the 
descriptions of goods given on such entries are not misleading as to 
character, composition, or origin of the goods so entered.

If such assurance is not supplied or there is reasonable 
ground for assaming that the assurance supplied is not in accordance 
with the facts, the Customs Administration may summon experts to 
furnish the necessary particulars. In the Jatter case, the cost shall be 
borne by the importer if he has failed to supply the assurance required 
or if the assurance he furnished is not in accordance with the facts ; 
in other cases, it shall be borne by the Customs. 

When machines are imported in parts, or other causes render it 
difficult for the Customs official concerned to ascertain the nature of 
the machine in question, the Customs Office may deliver it on deposit 
of duty at the highest rate which might be applicable to the goods, 
after such suitable parts have been marked by lead seals or otherwise, 
so far as may be considered necessary in order to identify them and 
to determine the nature of the machine when it has been erected. 
The expenses of this supplementary inspection shall be borne by the 
importer in accordance with the scale of fees laid down for the 
clearance of goods in premises belonging to private persons. If the 
machines are intended for further conveyance, the Customs Office in 
the place of importation may, after they have been fitted up, call for 
a certificate in regard to the purpose for which they are used from 
the Customs Office in the place of destination, or if there is no 
Customs Office there, from the nearest Customs Administration.

NORTHERN NIGERIA. 


The following information is taken from the despatch, dated 
17th November, 1911, of the Governor of Northern Nigeria covering 
the annual report on the Protectorate for the year ended 31st March, 
1911 (Colonial Office, Annual Series, No. 704) :— 


Strenuous efforts are being made to encourage the natives to grow 
Cotton cotton on a large scale. Experimental plots were 
Seailinatinn established in various centres, and the relative 
merits of three different varieties of cotton were 
tested. An excessive period of drought militated not only against the 
success of these experiments, but also against that of the cotton crop as 
a whole, and the crops almost everywhere were below the average. 
Buying depéts are now being opened by the British Cotton Growing 
Association in the chief cotton growing centres, and a ginnery on a 
very large scale is in course of construction at Zaria. 

As soon as the natives begin to realise that cotton is a crop which 
is not affected by the local supply and demand, and for which there 
is always a ready sale to an unlimited extent, they will embark 
largely in its cultivation. Although the Governor cannot share the 
extremely roseate views that have been expressed in the past con- 
cerning the rapid development of an immense output of cotton from 
the Protectorate, he believes that under proper guidance and encour- 
agement there will be a steady and continuous increase of production, 
and that the industry will have a marked effect on the prosperity of 
the territory. The people have for centuries been accustomed to the 
growing of cotton, and have little to learn as regards methods of 
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cultivation. The problem lies in the improvement of the local 


varieties of cotton, and in the discovery of means by which the 
productiveness of the plants can be increased. The Governor is of 
opinion that, though the outlook in the Hausa States is distinctly 
hopeful, the prospects of cotton-growing on a very large scale are 
much more promising in the fertile lands of the; provinces bordering 
on the Niger and Benue.

The 1911 vintage in the Palatinate of Bavaria ranks as regards 
both quantity and quality amongst the best since 1880. Owing to 
the unusual high prices of new wine the value of the production in 
this district of Bavaria, amounting to £1,850,000, will be by far 
the highest since 1893. In Lower Franconia the quality is excellent, 
but notwithstanding the considerable increase on the preceding year 
the quantity of the vintage can only be considered middling. The 
vintage in Middle Franconia and Swabia turned out considerably 
better than in 1910; compared with the abundant vintages of former 
years it remains considerably in arrear as to quantity, but its quality 
was not less favourable than that in the other wine-growing districts 
of Bavaria. (C. 699.)

Transactions 
having béen rather important of late, prices are well supported, and 
in face of the limited supplies will undoubtedly keep up for superior 
grades. A decline would only be possible for the lower descriptions, 
which, when exported, have to bear the competition of other producing 
countries.

‘Seven- 

teen are private property, and seven are owned by tive joint-stock 

companies with nominal capital of Rs. 24,21,000, of which Rs. 21,05,360 

was paid up at the end of 1910-11. Twelve of the breweries are 

situated at stations in the Himalayas from Murree to Darjeeling. 

The largest of the breweries is at Murree, the Rawalpindi, Bangalore, 

Kasauli, Mandalay and Poona breweries standing next.

A substantial quantity of beer brewed in India is consumed by the 
British troops in that country. In 1907 the Army Commissariat 
purchased some 38 per cent. of the total production, and the average 
purchases in the five years 1903-7 amounted to 2,633,616 gallons 
yearly. From lst January, 1908, the general contracts with Indian 
breweries for the supply of malt liquor to British troops have been 
discontinued, each British regiment being left free to make its own 
arrangements to obtain the necessary supply ; as a consequence, the 
figures of army consumption are no longer readily available.

RUSSIA—-WESTERN MONGOLIA. 


H.M. Embassy at St. Petersburg report that. according to an article 
Pr f in the “Official Messenger” of 5th January, the 

om . chief centres of Russian trade with Western 

meee Mongolia from the Russian side are the towns 
of Zaisan, Biisk, Minusinsk and Irkutsk, and in Mongolia the towns 
of Kobdo, Uliasutai and the depét on Lake Ubsa. The Cherno-Irtish 
region of Western Mongolia is supplied with Russian goods from 
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Miscellaneous. 





Zaisan, from which town one route, about 215 miles in length, goes 
to Tulta, a Chinese settlement which forms a central point of several 
routes in the Chinese Altai. Another route goes to the town of 
Kobdo vié the pass over the Urmogaiti. Shipping on the Cherno- 
Irtish is in a flourishing state, and in 1910 there were six steamers 
plying between Semipalatinsk and Lake Zaisan. 

From statistics published by the Russian Customs Department, 
Russian trade with Western Mongolia may be put at approximately 
4,000,000 roubles (about £420,000). Zaisan Customs statistics show 
that Russian trade through that point has risen from 174,029 roubles 
(about £17,000) in 1891 to 1,348,843 roubles (about £141,000) in 
1908. The chief articles of export to Mongolia are manufactured 
goods, the imports from that country consisting chiefly of animals, 
and of raw and half-manufactured articles. 

A railway from Omsk to Semipalatinsk is under consideration, and 
its construction is confidently expected materially to increase Russia’s 
trade relations with Western Mongolia. The route from Biisk is the 
principal one for Russian wares to the Kobdo region, but here Russian 
trade has to meet the competition of Chinese and foreign merchants, 
The third centre for Russian trade with North-Western Mongolia is | 
the town of Minusinsk. Here, however, development of trade is 
much impeded by the absence of roads suitable for wheeled traffic ; 
authorisation was obtained in July, 1909, for an expenditure of 
200,000 roubles (about £21,000) towards remedying this deficiency. 

H.M. Embassy add that, incidentally, the report draws attention. 
to the immense advantage which Russia enjoys from the waterways 
which she possesses in these regions. The Embassy are informed that 
the upper waters of the Yenisei are navigable for river steamers far 
into Mongolia. At present a rocky gorge some distance to the south 
of Minusinsk near the frontier presents a bar to steam navigation, 
but it is understood that a scheme is on foot for the avoidance of this 
gorge by means of a canal, and,if this difficulty can be overcome, 
the Yenisei route is stated to be likely to prove a formidable rival 


to the old caravan route from China by way of Urga and Kiakhta.

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Confidential Information as to Openings Abroad 
for British Trade, &o. 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby the 
names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected matters, 
are placed on a special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade, has met with widespread approval, as evidenced 
by the steady increase in the number of names so registered. For- 
merly no charge was made for admission to the Register, the. only 
requirement being subscription to the “ Board of Trade Journal. ” 
The great increase in the number of names inscribed, and in the 
amount of information distributed, having rendered it necessary 
to make a small charge for the service, firms desirous of utilising 
this source of information are required to pay an annual fee 
of one guinea to the Accountant General, Board of Trade, White- 
hall Gardens, London, 8.W., for the service, including the supply 
of the “Board of Trade Journal,” instead of merely subscribing 
to the ‘ Journal,” as previously, through the Government Sale 
Agents. British firms who wish to have their names registered 
should apply in writing to the Director, Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of 
application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as hereto- 
fore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign 
Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is communicated to 
firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1911, 1,091 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 142,032) were des- 
patched to firms on the Register interested in the trades to which the 
Circular letters respectively related, as compared with 1,130 Circular 
letters and copies totalling 74,203 sent out in 1910. 

Note.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to answer 
enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the interests of 
British trade (see below).

Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender; Sources of Supply, 
Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of Certificates of Origin ;
